Adults are to be about the mission of building 
vibrant faith communities. The praxis or adult 
learning style is one that incorporates 
experience, reflection, prayer and study. The 
adults in turn nurture the faith of their 
children. 

The rationale of Generations of Faith provides 
support for all generations. It is not just an 
intellectual enterprise. It is the way of faith 
formation that brings all - adults, youth and 
children into full, active, conscious 
participation in the life of the Church. The 
intent of catechesis is growth, maturity of 
faith. 

The Holy Spirit and work of the Holy See is 
directing us in this way and encouraging us to 
raise up lay leaders in our parishes. This is 
cutting edge and we’ve only scratched the 
surface. More work is needed in catechizing 
the adults. Emphasis is on FORMATION, not 
INFORMATION. Adults are formed and in 
turn form the children.
